Republicans, California guberna- 
torial candidate Ronald Reagan 
quipped and admonished before 
nearly 200 people Wednesday at 
Honer Plaza. 

During the 30 minute question- 
answer period, Reagan touched 
on subjects ranging from civil 
rights and Viet Nam to commun- 
ist speakers states rights. 

“T’m expressing my concern 
for a government which has 
grown too large and is costing us 
too much,” Reagan began. “Cali- 
fornia taxes are $100 more than 


the United States’ average and

“My criticism is not through

—let the students go to the com- 
mie meetings and hear them as 
they really are. But why should 
we give them a megaphone?” 

Reagan summed up his pre- 
sentation by telling the audience 
“T know what’s wrong today. We 
challenge each other’s motives. 
Instead of talking about people 
we should talk to them.”
